Today, Thursday, I took a soli~ 
tary walk. It was a cool, north- 
west windy day, with heavy 
clouds rolling and tumbling about 
the sky, but still a prevalence of 
genial sunshine. I dressed prepar- 
ed for the weather and set out 
up pond on a snowmobile trail. I 
trod briskly along, crunching the 
dry and crisp snow under my 
feet.
